Golden  Standard  is  a  cactus  seedling  from  Jane  Cowl.  In  color  it  is 
a  pleasing  golden  tan  shade,  with  sometimes  a  darker  center  that  reminds  you 
of  its  parent.  It  grows  to  pretty  big  sice — especially  so  for  one  of  its  type. 
The  bush  reaches  about  four  and  a  half  feet  tall  with  us,  with  strong  yet  slen- 
der  stems  that  occasionally  hold  the  bloom  facing  stiffly  upward  in  Jane  Cowl 
fashion,  but  more  often  hold  it  facing  you  with  a  graceful  outward  curve. 

In  the  upper  left  you  see  little  Miss  Jane  Scott  holding  a  bloom  to 
give  you  an  idea  of  its  sice.  The  picture  on  the  lower  right,  taken  “on  the

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I  didn’t  want  my  picture  here,  but  my  Son  thinks  some  of  our  customers  might 
like  to  see  what  kind  of  looking  man  they’re  dealing  with — so  here  it  is.  Frost  arrived 
last  Fall  just  a  day  before  the  photographer,  so  I  had  to  use  some  of  the  older  pictures 
over  again.  Nevertheless,  I  hope  you’ll  like  this  list. 

It  isn’t  a  very  long  one.  I  don’t  believe  in  adding  a  variety  just  because  it’s  new; 
or  discarding  one  just  because  it’s  not  so  new.  Every  season  we  try  out  the  new  ones 
that  looked  good  to  us  at  the  last  Dahlia  Shows,  and  test  out  other  new  ones  recom- 
mended  by  competent  Dahlia  men.  Then,  if  a  new  variety  seems  worthy,  we  offer  it  to 
you  here  the  following  Spring — and  every  year  thereafter  until  a  better  kind  crowds  it  off 
the  list.  I  like  to  think  of  ours  as  sort  of  an  experimental  farm — testing  out  new  Dahlias 
and  making  them  pass  a  stiff  examination  before  we  offer  them  to  you.  Even  then,  I 
don’t  claim  we’re  always  right. 

You’ll  find  strong  green  plants  offered  of  some  of  the  newer  and  more  expensive 
sorts.  These  little  potted  plants  really  aren’t  hard  to  handle— just  set  them  out  like  you 

would  a  tomato  or  cabbage  plant,  and  shade  them  a  bit  for  the  next  day  or  two  if  the  sun  gets  pretty  hot.  They  cost 

only  half  as  much  as  roots  of  the  same  variety.

Brilliant  scarlet,  with 
canary  at  the  base  of  the  petals  and  golden  orange  on  the  tips  of 
some  of  them.  An  informal  decorative  that  we  recommend  highly — 
it  will  be  one  of  the  most  popular  Dahlias  in  any  garden. 

Plants,  $2.50 

ADORABLE.  (Parkway).  Peach  color,  shading  to  orange  gold 

at  the  center.  While  we  haven’t  grown  it  yet,  this  “adorable” 

Dahlia  has  already  been  such  an  enviable  prize  winner  that  we  feel 
very  safe  in  recommending  it.  Plants,  $2.50 

AUTUMN  MOON.  (Mad  River).  Light  golden  yellow,  with 
tints  of  peach  and  amber — and  a  splendid  grower,  with  fine  stems. 

Supposed  to  be  a  formal  decorative,  but  with  us  last  season  all 

but  the  very  outside  petals  were  rather  tightly  quilled.  A  good 
Dahlia,  and  big.  Roots,  $5.00;  Plants,  $2.50 

AVALON.  (Broomall)  By  no  means  new — but  in  good  soil 
without  fertilizer  or  disbudding  this  big  yellow  decorative  will  grow 
easily  to  eight  inches.  It’s  a  very  free  bloomer  and  the  centers  are 

fine,  but  the  largest  flowers  are  so  heavy  that  the  stems  just  can’t 
hold  them  wholly  upright.  Nevertheless,  we  recommend  it.

These  are  Dahlias  on  their  bushes — NOT  buckets  filled 
with  blooms.  The  variety  is  one  we  call  Desperado — and  are  dis¬ 
carding  because  it  doesn’t  grow  this  well  in  all  climates.  We  still 
have  about  sixty  roots.  If  you  want  one,  say  so  when  you  order 
other  Dahlias  and  you  can  have  it  if  there  are  any  left.  No 
promise,  no  charge,  and  no  guarantee.  Color:  Bright  reddish 
orange. 

This  picture  shows  the  type  of  Dahlia  described  as  decora¬ 
tive.”  The  other  principal  classification  is  called  “cactus  — of 
■which  you'll  find  an  example  in  the  picture  of  Golden  Standard. 
Most  other  types  range  between  these  two.  It  also  shows  you  that 
fairly  large  blooms  can  be  produced  without  limiting  your  bush  to 
three  or  four  flowers.  These  bushes  were  three  feet  apart  in  the 
tow,  with  four  feet  between  rows. 


BOSPHORUS.  (Ballay).  A  fine,  large  informal  decorative  in  a 
new  color — a  deep  burnt  orange  or  golden  brown  that  shades  to 
a  lighter  tone  on  the  outside  edge  of  the  petals.  We  haven’t 
grown  this  one  yet,  and  we  haven’t  much  stock.  Plants,  $3.75 

BUCKEYE  BRIDE.  (Peck).  Geranium  pink.  Some  call  this 
“peach  color.”  Waist  high  blooms  on  long  stems  that  come  way 
up  from  the  ground.  The  flowers — fairly  big  to  big — are  beauti¬ 
ful;  and  it  certainly  does  bloom.  Pick  it  just  before  the  outer 
petals  flare  backward  toward  the  stem  and  you’ll  find  it's  a  splen¬ 
did  keeper  for  cut  flower  purposes.  Decorative.  Roots,  $.50 

BUCKEYE  KING.  (Peck).  A  formal  decorative  of  clear,  glow¬ 
ing  amber  yellow,  with  long  straight  stems  that  hold  the  big  flower 
erect  and  facing  you.  The  bushes  are  strong  and  very  vigorous, 
throwing  out  many  laterals  which,  the  originator  claims,  should  be 
disbudded  all  the  way  to  their  base  for  best  results.  A  good  keep¬ 
er,  with  commercial  possibilities.  Roots,  $1.00;  Plants,  $.50 

CALIFORNIA  IDOL.  (Ballay).  A  true  pastel  shade  of  glisten- 
ging  yellow.  A  deep  informal  decorative  that  is  held  high  on 
long  stems.  Has  already  earned  a  reputation  as  one  of  the  very 
best  of  last  season’s  introductions.  Plants,  $5.00 

CAMEO.  (Sanhican).  True  coral-rose  in  color,  with  a  glisten¬ 
ing  golden  sheen.  On  the  reverse  side  the  petals  are  deep  rose 
pink,  adding  to  the  deep  appearance  of  the  bloom  under  artificial 
light.  A  medium  tall  grower,  with  long  straight  stems  that  hold 
the  flower  well  above  the  dark  green  foliage.  Informal  decorative.

CAVALCADE.  (Groll).  Pink  in  a  shade  you  never  saw  before 
and  I  can’t  describe.  As  it  grew  with  us,  you  won’t  need  to  stake 
Cavalcade  if  you  cut  the  top  out  early — in  fact  the  bush,  the  stem, 
and  the  position  in  which  the  flower  is  held  are  just  about  perfect. 
The  flowers  are  formal,  very  much  like  Jersey’s  Beauty  in  type 
although  much  larger  and  of  an  entirely  different  shade  of  pink. 
We’re  planting  a  lot  of  it.  Roots,  $5.00;  Plants,  $2.00 

CHARLIE  CHAPLIN.  (Chappaqua).  Tawny  orange  yellow.  A 
very  large  Dahlia  with  a  distinctive  shape — spiked  tips  to  the  out¬ 
side  petals  that  give  the  impression  of  a  many-pointed  star.  Good 
plant  and  stem.  Looks  like  one  the  Dynamite  Boys  can  grow  as 
big  as  the  top  of  a  bucket.  Roots,  $5.00;  Plants,  $2.50 

CHAUTAUQUA  REGAL.  (Wallace).  A  rich  and  brilliant  card¬ 
inal  red  formal,  with  ivory  shadings  on  the  back  of  each  petal.

CHAUTAUQUA  SUNSET.  (Wallace).  One  of  the  finest  Dahl¬ 
ias — a  magnificent  combination  of  gold,  orange  and  peach  red.

The  bush 
is  exceedingly  robust  and  compact,  and  will  give  you  some  of  the 
showiest  and  most  beautiful  blooms  in  your  garden.

(Prentiss)  An  immense  full-centered 
formal  decorative  in  the  bronzy  autumn  shades — a  rich  glowing  buff 
with  a  darker  reverse  to  the  petals.  A  splendid  grower  on  a  tall 

bush,  with  stiff  straight  stems  and  dark  green  foliage.  Roots,  $.50 

CLARA  BARTON.  (Salem).  The  general  color  effect  is  laven¬ 
der,  though  the  petals  are  really  pale  orchid  with  a  deep  lavender 
on  their  reverse  side.  It’s  a  fine  bloomer  with  good  substance  and 
has  a  long  stem  that  holds  the  flower  erect  facing  slightly  upward.

DADDY  KEMP.  (Kemp).  Purplish  red  of  immense  size — wide 
and  deep— so  big  that  Mr.  Kemp  advises  growing  only  four  blooms 
to  the  bush  to  prevent  the  stem  from  hanging  over  somewhat  in 
unfavorable  locations.  Many  have  reported  deep  blooms  14  inches 
across  on  this  informal  decorative,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  no  stem 
should  be  ashamed  of  bending  a  bit  under  the  burden  of  a  bloom 
like  that.  .  ,  i  ■  Plants,  $2.50 

DIXIE  RAVENSCROFT.  (Seal).  Glowing  flame  with  a  reverse 
of  bright  gold  that  shows  up  beautifully  in  the  twist  and  turn  of 
the  petals.  A  deep,  massive  informal  decorative  held  high  on  long 
strong  stems.  Plants,  $.75 

DOKOUPIL’S  TRIUMPH.  (Czechoslovakia).  From  light  amber 
at  their  base  the  petals  shade  outward  lighter  to  the  color  of  straw. 
A  big  informal- — one  of  the  best  Dahlias  that  Europe  has  sent  us. 
Has  a  beautiful  plant,  with  bright  glossy  foliage  and  rigid  stems. 

Plants,  $1-00 

DWIGHT  MORROW.  (Dahliadel).  No 
standard  variety  on  our  place  last  fall  drew 
more  attention.  Immense  blood-red  flowers 
so  firm  in  texture  and  fresh  in  appearance 
that  you’re  tempted  to  pinch  a  petal  or  so 
to  make  sure  it  isn’t  “flesh  and  blood.”  Its 
one  fault — -a  crook  in  the  stem  just  behind 
the  bloom — is  entirely  hidden  by  the  back 
petals  that  flare  around  to  meet  at  the  stem. 

Twelve  of  these  in  a  vase  will  stop  anybody. 

Roots,  $1.00 

EAGLE  ROCK  FANTASY.  (Broomall-Suc- 
cess).  A  magnificent  informal  decorative  on 
which  ten  and  twelve  inch  blooms  can  be 
grown.  Perfect  centers,  and  a  happy-go-lucky 
fling  to  the  fluted,  3-pronged  petals  that  add 
much  to  the  charm  of  these  big  lavender  flow¬ 
ers.  The  bush  is  of  ideal  habit,  with  fine 
foliage  and  very  strong  stems.  Plants,  $.75 

EVA  HUNT.  (Hunt).  A  clean,  crystal 
clear  white  informal  decorative.  Its  record 
last  season  places  it  among  the  most  satis¬ 
factory  whites.  The  blooms  are  well  formed 
and  plentiful,  on  a  good  bush,  although  they 
do  not  grow  particularly  large.

FAIRY.  (Bond).  Miniature — a  tiny  Jer¬ 
sey’s  Beauty,  being  in  the  same  shade  of  pink 
with  a  slight  mauve  suffusion  toward  the 
petal  tips.  A  dainty  little  flower  (2%  to 
3")  that  the  florist  can  use  to  advantage— 
and  it  is  a  splendid  keeper  when  cut.

HARRIET  NEALE.  (Wickersham).  Pure  gold  color,  with  no 
shadings.  A  free-flowering  informal  decorative,  big,  with  good 
stems  and  a  bush  with  nice  growing  habits.  Plants,  $.75 

HONOR  BRIGHT.  (Peck).  Peach  red  to  light  jasper  red  early 
in  the  season,  with  an  inclination  to  become  deep  orange  later.  Its 
unusual  color  and  the  fact  that  it  can  take  a  lot  of  punishment 
when  cut  has  led  some  to  predict  that  it  will  make  a  valuable 
florists’  variety  a  little  later.  A  formal  decorative,  with  good  bush 
and  stem.

A  vigorous 
plant  with  long  strong  stems.  Informal  decorative.  Plants,  $1.50 

HUNT’S  VELVET  WONDER.  (Hunt).  Violet  maroon.  An 
immense,  massive,  broad-petaled  decorative — but  by  no  means  stiff 
despite  its  size.  A  dangerous  competitor  in 
the  Shows — and  few  big  Dahlias  will  last 
longer  than  this  one  when  cut.

IDA  PERKINS.  (Perkins).  This  is  one  of 
the  best  of  whites  although  it  requires  disbud¬ 
ding  to  produce  a  long  stem.  A  sturdy 
grower,  about  hip  high,  and  a  free  bloomer. 
The  clean  white  flowers  can  be  grown  to 
splendid  size  and  they  last  a  long  time  when 
cut.  Decorative.  Roots,  $.50 


JANE  COWL.  (Downs  Dahlia  Farms).  Im¬ 
mense  blooms,  deep  and  full,  of  glistening 
bronzy  buff.  The  stems  are  long  and  stiff 
and  straight;  and  they  hold  the  flower  just 
as  it  should  be  held — looking  at  you  and 
slightly  up.  The  bush  is  fairly  tall,  with 
vigorous,  thick,  dark  green  foliage.  No  Dah¬ 
lia  has  given  more  universal  satisfaction  than 
Jane  Cowl,  and  no  other  has  won  so  many 
prizes  since  we  introduced  it  in  1928.

It’s  not 
a  big  Dahlia,  but  it  flowers  freely  and  the  blooms  keep  well,  hold¬ 
ing  their  centers  right  up  until  frost,  The  stems  are  like  wire  and 
they  hold  the  flowers  high  over  rather  sparse  foliage.

JOSEPHINE  G.  (Grosscross).  Without  dis¬ 
budding,  we  had  an  abundance  of  five  and 
six  inch  blooms  on  this  variety  last  fall — have 
counted  twenty-six  blooms  out  at  one  time  on  a  hip-high  bush. 
With  its  bright  rose  pink  color,  lasting  qualities  when  cut  and  free 
blooming  habit,  this  is  going  to  make  a  fine  cut-flower  Dahlia.

GIRL  OF  HILLCREST.  (Scott- Kemp).  With  its  gold  orange 
color,  very  large  size,  good  keeping  qualities,  free  blooming  ability, 
vigorous  growth  and  long  straight  stems,  this  splendid  Dahlia  is 
very  likely  to  be  a  popular  cut-flower  sort  when  it  becomes  a  little 
less  scarce.

OMAR  KHAYYAM.  ( Stout-May trott)  At  its  best,  this  is  a 
beauty.  Immense  flowers  with  petals  of  soft  Chinese  red  at  the 
base  shading  gently  lighter  to  an  orange  tip.  Larger  than  Jersey’s 
Beacon  and  of  similar  formation;  but  on  a  much  taller  bush.  Beau¬ 
tiful  color,  great  size  and  splendid  form  combine  to  make  this 
Dahlia  stand  out  in  any  garden.  Roots,  $.75 

ORANGE  MOON.  (Wallace).  A  soft  buff  shading  to  orange 
apricot  and  deepening  toward  the  base  of  the  petals.  While  a 
somewhat  different  shade,  it  looked  here  last  season  very  much  like 
Autumn  Moon.  The  immense  formal  decorative  blooms  face  up 
and  toward  you  on  a  sturdy  compact  bush  of  medium  height.

ORCHID  LADY.  (Groll).  A  good  small,  dainty  Dahlia  of  mal¬ 
low  pink  that  should  become  popular  with  florists  as  a  cut-flower 
variety.  A  miniature  formal  decorative,  from  three  to  five  inches 
across.  Plants,  $1.00 

ORIENTAL  GLORY.  (Delight).  A  large,  intensely  brilliant  or¬ 
ange.  With  us  a  formal  decorative  with  crinkled  petals,  though 
usually  called  an  informal.  Last  season  the  stems  were  none  too 
good,  but  that  might  have  been  because  it  was  grown  in  a  very  low 
and  wet  spot.

PALO  ALTO.  (Ballay-Success).  A  semi-cactus  of  bright  salmon, 
shading  to  gold  at  the  center.  It’s  a  big  Dahlia,  with  a  lot  of  sub¬ 
stance.  and  it  is  held  high  over  a  robust  bush  on  tall  straight  stems. 
One  of  the  very  best.  Roots,  $2.50;  Plants,  $1.25 

PAUL  PFITZER.  (Pfitzer).  A  sensational  new  pink  and  cream 
semi-cactus.  Most  of  the  growers  are  predicting  a  great  future  for 
this  German  importation.  A  vigorous  grower  with  strong  dark 
foliage  and  excellent  stems.  Plants,  $.75 

PERSIMMON.  (Mcllhany).  A  miniature  in  a  bright  pleasing 
shade  of  persimmon.  The  bush  grows  about  three  feet  high  and 
is  a  profuse  bloomer.  At  one  trial  ground  where  this  was  tested, 
fifty-eight  blooms  were  counted  on  one  bush  at  one  time.

ROBSON,  MAY.  (Chappaqua).  In  ranking  it  second  on  last 
year’s  onor  Roll,  Mr.  Hart  called  this  “the  most  refined  beauty  of 
the  year’s  novelties.  It  is  a  true  semi-cactus  type  flower  of  clear, 
bright  pink,  about  the  same  shade  as  Kathleen  Norris,  but  a  bit 
pinker  and  sharper  in  tone.”  Plants,  $2  50 

ROCKLEY  MOON.  (Taylor).  A  beautiful  bright  yellow  formal 
decorative  with  a  darker  center  and  a  purplish  tint  on  the  reverse 
of  each  petal.  Not  a  deep  Dahlia,  but  chaste  and  impressive — and 
a  sturdy  grower  that  has  earned  the  glowing  praise  of  those  who 
tried  it  first.  Plants,  $1.25 

SANHICAN’S  MOONGLOW.  (Sanhican).  A  large,  long  petal- 
ed  informal  decorative  in  bright  gold,  with  peach  blushes  on  both 
the  face  and  the  reverse  of  each  petal.  Plants,  $2.50 

SATAN.  (Ballay).  A  flaming  red  semi-cactus  with  slight  touches 
of  gold  at  the  center— a  Dahlia  of  exceptional  size  and  unusual 
formation.  The  petals  are  so  rolled  and  curved  inward  that  they  re¬ 
mind  you  of  horns  or  spikes;  and  under  favorable  conditions  it  is  not 
uncommon  to  produce  blooms  ten  to  twelve  inches  across  them  and 
six  inches  deep.  Truly  a  sensational  Dahlia — and  one  that  keeps 
well  when  cut.  Roots,  $1.00;  Plants,  $.50 

SHALIMAR.  (B.  6?  B.).  Big  red  blooms — some  call  it  Poinsetta 
red — on  strong  stems  over  a  good  bush.  A  formal  decorative  that 
can  be  grown  to  great  size,  as  the  blooms  are  naturally  large.

SPOTLIGHT.  (Hulin).  A  light  yellow  informal  decorative  of 
very  good  size.  The  bush  is  medium  tall  and  has  tough  and  resist¬ 
ant  foliage,  and  the  stems  are  stiff  and  strong.  An  introduction 
from  the  Northwest,  where  it  has  won  many  prizes.  Plants,  $1.50 

TANG.  (Downs  Dahlia  Farms)  A  spectacular  Dahlia,  with  a 
style  and  a  color  of  its  own.  Long  petals  of  bright,  tawny  or¬ 
ange  flame — petals  that  curl  and  twist  to  flaunt  a  golden  buff  re¬ 
verse  and  give  a  two-toned  effect  that  adds  greatly  to  the  beauty  of 
the  bloom.  A  deep,  full,  high-centered  informal  decorative,  with 
outer  petals  that  flare  backward  to  the  stem — a  big  bloom  that  will 
actually  grow  in  water  after  being  cut.  Rugged  bush,  strong 
stem  and  dark  green  foliage.  Roots,  $1.00;  Plants,  $.50 

THE  FIREMAN.  (Success).  A  big  cardinal  red  informal  decora¬ 
tive  with  slight  golden  flushes  and  golden  tips  to  the  center  petals. 
Good  growing  habits.  In  my  opinion  this  Dahlia,  with  Murphy’s 
Masterpiece  and  Robert  Emmet,  makes  up  a  trio  of  reds  that  are 
unbeatable  at  a  moderate  price.  Roots,  $3.50;  Plants,  $1.75 

THE  WORLD.  (Dahliadel)  This  is  a  big  Dahlia  even  without 
disbudding,  and  with  care  it  can  be  grown  to  tremendous  size.  A 
vigorous  grower,  fine  bloomer,  and  the  flowers  have  substance  a- 
plenty.  Each  red  plush-like  petal  is  edged  with  silver.  In  certain 
localities  we  are  told  the  silver  color  predominates — but  red  or 
silver,  it’s  a  good  Dahlia.  Roots,  $.50 

THOMAS  A.  EDISON.  (Maytrott)  Maroon  red — as  near  a 
mournful  shade  as  red  could  possibly  be.  One  of  the  most  beauti¬ 
ful  sprays  we  ever  saw  was  made  from  this.  It  is  a  very  prolific 
bloomer  and  the  flowers  are  big — but  the  back  petals  (not  easily 
noticed)  have  a  tendency  to  burn  brown  in  hot  dry  weather.  As  a 
garden  plant,  however,  it  has  few  equals  for  stem,  foliage,  habit  and 
vigor.  Roots,  $.75 

TREASURE  ISLAND.  (Maytrott).  On  the  day  before  frost  we 
could  have  cut  you  armloads  of  this — big,  perfectly  centered  blooms 
on  four  foot  stems.  While  it  comes  under  the  general  class  of  the 
bronzy  buff  shades,  it  has  a  rosy  suffusion  to  the  petals  and  a  dark¬ 
er  center  that  set  it  apart.  It  makes  one  of  the  very  best  of  cut 
flowers,  but  it  doesn’t  form  very  big  clumps  of  roots  to  dig.

POESIE  MORAVY.  (Czechoslovakia).  A  lovely  shade  of  pale 
lilac,  blended  with  white,  on  slender  perfect  stems.  Informal  dec¬ 
orative.  Plants,  $1.00 

PRINCE  OF  PERSIA.  (Newsom)  A  glorious  red — a  big  red — 
alive  with  light  and  fire,  carried  perfectly  erect  on  a  stalwart  stem 
on  top  of  a  husky  bush.  Not  only  do  we  recommend  it  highly,  but 
we’re  going  to  plant  a  lot  of  Prince  of  Persia  again  this  season. 
Some  call  it  an  informal  decorative;  but  with  us  it’s  almost  formal.

QUEEN  OF  THE  ANGELS.  (Rainbow).  A  deep  tone  of  orien¬ 
tal  pink — a  semi-cactus  with  an  incurved,  chrysanthemum-like  petal 
formation  that  adds  no  little  to  its  beauty.  Excellent  stems  and 
keeping  qualities  make  it  a  fine  cut-flower  sort.  Plants,  $2.50 


RAY  WARNER.  (Peacock).  Dainty  blooms,  exquisitely  beauti¬ 
ful,  and  very,  very  pink.  A  free  flowering  variety,  with  an  “open” 
bush  growth  much  like  Jersey’s  Beauty.  It  is  not  a  very  good  root 
maker  Roots,  $2.00;  Plants,  $1.00 


RED  HEAD.  (Golden  Rule).  Small,  but  mighty  in  the  amount 
of  attention  it  demands  whether  cut  or  on  the  bush.  A  miniature 
formal  of  orange  red  (around  three  inches)  on  a  wirey  stem.  The 
bush  is  low  enough  not  to  need  staking,  but  big  enough  to  bear 
an  awful  lot  of  blooms — and  they  last  long  when  cut.

REV  J  L.  HOOPER.  (Foreign).  An  English  importation — a 
rosy  cerise  semi-cactus.  A  big  Dahlia  that  is  borne  very  freelv  on 
e*-rr\r\CT  Plants,  $.75 


ROBERT  EMMET.  (Dahliadel).  Large  blooms  of  velvety  car¬ 
dinal  red,  borne  in  profusion  all  season  long — -from  very  early  until 
frost.  Informal  decorative  type.  The  bush  is  an  open  grower, 
with  vigorous  dark  green  foliage  and  long  stiff  stems.

WASHINGTON  GIANT.  (Lee).  Lavender,  with  orchid  tints 
and  blended  with  silver.  A  BIG  Dahlia,  with  stems  that  hold  it 
erect  over  a  strong  bush  of  splendid  habit.  Another  Northwestern- 
er,  and  many  times  a  prize  winner  there,  though  rumor  says  it  is 
sometimes  temperamental  here  in  the  East.  Informal  decorative.

WENOKA.  (Hulin).  A  red,  just  a  shade  lighter  than  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Beauty  rose.  A  big  one — one  of  the  best  from  the  West;  and 
for  perfection  of  bloom,  true  formal  type  and  splendid  growing 
habits  it  fears  no  rival.  Nice  long  erect  stems.  Plants,  $5.00 

WHITE  BEAUTY.  (Peacock).  A  clean,  snow-white  seedling  of 
Jersey’s  Beauty,  with  similar  form  although  somewhat  larger.  The 
stem  is  straight  and  rigidly  stiff,  while  the  tall  bush  is  strong  and 
sturdy,  with  glistening  dark  green  foliage.  Experts  have  called 
this  the  ideal  white  Dahlia  for  cutting.  For  that  purpose  plant  it 
early — then  cut  out  the  top  above  the  third  pair  of  Laves.

WHITE  WONDER.  (Kemp).  Pure  white — one  of  the  best  to 
date.  The  flowers  are  very  large,  with  pointed  and  twisted  petals 
to  give  them  a  fluffy  appearance.  The  bush  is  a  vigorous  grower, 
branching  up  from  near  the  ground,  with  thick  leathery  foliage  and 
long  stiff  stems.  Informal  decorative.  Easy  to  grow  and  a  good 
root  maker.  Roots,  $1.00;  Plants,  $.50 

YELLOW  JANE  COWL.  (Downs).  A  few  years  ago  we  offered 
our  customers  a  golden  yellow  sport  of  Jane  Cowl.  With  us  it 
was  (and  is)  a  glorious  thing.  But  occasionally  a  customer  writes 
that  his  Yellow  Jane  Cowl  turned  out  to  be  just  a  regular  Jane 
Cowl — a  bronze  and  not  yellow  at  all.  While  we  receive  at  least 
one  letter  of  praise  for  every  such  complaint  about  the  yellow  sport, 
the  fact  remains  that  in  some  places,  sometimes,  Yellow  Jane  Cowl 
seems  to  revert  to  its  parent.  That’s  the  whole  story,  so  we’re  off¬ 
ering  Yellow  Jane  Cowl  this  season  at  the  same  price  as  regular 
Jane  Cowl.
